slow but genuine take-off of cooperation between Addis Ababa and Western 

capitals. Se far, only the Scandinavian countries had a significant presence 

in the African capital, Western missions have been continuously visiting 

Addie Ababa, generally concluding bilateral agreements which, while not 
spectacular, are sot dewoid of some significance. Western diplomacy 

increasingly wishes to reaffirm its presence in an extremely important area:

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION IN COUNTRY DECLINES 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 28 Apr 81 p 9 


[Text] A number of tripartite financing agreements for Mali were signed reay «c= 
tively by the government of Mali, the West African Economic Community (CRAO), and 
the Central Bank for Economic Cooperation (CCCE), in Bamako. These were really 
first and second co-maker agreements for the financing of a Sika-Mali company 

shea oil industrial complex in Bamako, for the building of a machine tool shop 

and for two loans granted to the Mali Development Bank to be passed back on to 

the Grands Moulins du Mali (Large Mille of Mali). The firet three co-maker agree- 
ments total 4.96 biliion Malian france (1 FM = 0.01 FF). Total investments for 
Grands Moulins du Mali amount to 4.2 billion FM, 2.38 billion of which are secured 
by FOSIDEC (CEAO Solidarity and Intervention Fund) for loans granted by the French 
CCCE. A total of 4.130 billion Malian francs equals the investment for processing 
shea nut oily parts into butter, for marketing and production, and manufacture 

of byproducts. Overall financial assistance from France was set at 5.2 billion 
FM at the time of the French-Malian mixed commission last February. The bulk 

of that aid will go to the agricultural sector. Such foreign financing is 
increasingly needed since the worst-case forecasts for the grain harvest this 
season are proving true. At the close of the 1980-81 growing season, results 
indicate that miliet, corn and sorghum production decreased by more than 507, 
dropping from one million tons in 1979-80 to 447,000 tons this year. Paddy rice 
dropped more than 40,000 tons from 165,000 tons in 1979-80 to 124,712 tons in 
1980-81. Export crops such as peanuts and cotton are not spared either. Peanuts 
fell by 48,692 tons and cotton went down by 41,000 tons, reducing the level of 

its harvest to that of 1976. Dah and tobacco show similar losses, decreasing 
from 2,200 to 1,700 tons and from 550 to 462 tons, respectively. The authorities 
attribute these sorry results not only to unfavorable natural conditions but 

also to an unhealthy economic environment. Despite a reevaluation of production 
prices, farmers continue to face hefty increases for products required for farm 
output.

Without it, I would have 
been very pessimistic about Ge country's future. New | am confident that there 
will be 4 change for the better in the country, that there will be a stable 
government and that 4 strone government can @ake the reforms necessary to 
satiety the people, 


(Question) De you believe, like Harish Beodhoo, that thie alliance is preparing 
you for what he calls an antigovernmental tidal wave during elections? 


\Anewer) I de not know if we can talk about a future tidal wave. I prefer to 
say we will have 4 large majority in the future, 


[Question] What does the PSM mean today on the local political seene for you 
in the MMM leadership? 


\Anewer) We have followed the work of the PSM founders for 4 long time. Wo 
doubt, initially they were Laborites, but when the PT (Labor Party] deviated 
eo tar and no longer proposed 4 socialist message and program for the country, 
speaking one language during elections and adopting another in gove ament, 
Boodhoo and his friends tried to reform the PT from within. Obviously, their 
effort was to lead the PT back to its ideology of 1948. It is true that at 
firet there was @uch vacillation in the PSM, no doubt because they wanted to 
make 4 place for themselves and win a6 many supporters a6 possible. Little 
by little, their ideological Line emerged and we noted along the way that ve 
viewed many things in the same way. 


Of course, there were many things said against the MM in the past anu some 
MMM leaders are perhaps responsible for this, but today everyone haows (and 
I personally am pleased about this) that the MMM is not 4 communist party, 
opposed to personal freedoms or liberty, freedom of the press or political 
pluralism. This helped solve many problems with the PSM. 


In fact, what do we want today’? We want 4 more equitable society with 4 fairer 
distribution of the wealth, more consideration for the worker and more 
opportunities for everyone. The PSM and the MMM are on the same wave length on 
all these points. Nothing prevents us from working together! 


[Question| Are you united primarily by the wish to change governments? 
|Anewer) The government is indeed the first obstacle to this improved society. 
it must be removed. Nothing good can be accomplished in Mauritius otherwise. 
This has priority. This especially unites us today. 

[Question| Do you believe this collaboration will continue in the long run? 
[Anewer) First of all, let me say, we are committed only for 5 years. Let 


that be clear to both parties! We have 4 5 year program and we will do our 
best to carry it out if given the opportunity. We hope to lay the foundations 
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for 4 few society, but we only have 4 5 year commitment. After working 
together, we shall see if this collaboration can continue beyond that. 


(Question) It has often been mentioned that communal considerations were the 
main faetor of the major consideration for this alliance. 


\Anewer) We have already indicated that because the PSM is allied with the MM, 
the danger of impact of communaliem (our adversaries’ principal weapon) woule 
be considerably lessened, Let us look at reality squarely: what do ow 
adversaries sey in their private meetings’ If the MMM acceded to power, the 
power would fall into the hands of 4 specific ethnic group, the majority. 

They regularly say that what happened in British Guyana would happen 
Mauritive, We ignore that. That is one reason. It is not the only one for 
this allianee but it is 4 major reason to defuse the communal argument. 


[Question] With this general policy of appeasing one group after another, 
are you not eplintering interests and giving up, to 4 certain extent, the role of 
4 national party” 


|Anewer) Wo, I do not think so. Mauritian realities cannot be ignored, 
Sometimes, we are tempted to resort to possibly deplorable wethods for a good 
cause. This is the case here. We have some uncompromising militants who want 
to use only equally lofty methods with our adversaries. 1 do not share this 
view. The political arena is difficult and I always say to our militants: 

"If our adversaries use 4 gun, we cannot oppose them with a stick.” 


The Mauritian community is 4 fact. Even in the Hindu milieu, we must remain 
clearheaded and consider certain things, whether we Like it or not. It is 
political suicide otherwise! In time, once we have the state apparatus and 
institutions in hand, we will gradually overcome, by seeing that justice is 
done, the apprehensions of races and castes. When people see that merit 
prevails over community considerations, then we can change and implement many 
philosophies. We would commit suicide if we ignored this reality today! 


[Question] Im the council of ministers in the future government, would you 
adopt the same attitude toward various interest groupe? 


[Anewer) Yes. We would be obliged to. Otherwise, there would be considerable 
discontent. We sust not forget that now people are organized ‘-** pressure 
groups to defend their interests. Everyone gust feel secure, his rights 
respected. There will be no stability without it. I know that this shocks 
some people, but this is the price of stability 


in the past, the MMM was overly identified with one community. Everyone knows 
wich one. This argument has stuck fast and we have no illusions about it. 

It still lingers today I have campaigned and am acquainted with the feelings 
of various groups. This argument has had 4 considerable impact; otherwise, 
we would have no doubt come to power in the last elections with 4 large 
majority. Two factors adversely atfected the MM in the last elections: 








(1) the communal argument and (2) the “eownunist" clement, We are quite

[Question|] Do you feel the communist element, ae you call it, will still be 
an important factor in the coming «lectiones? 


l[Anewer) Less than in the past, but we do not fool ourselves, this will still 
be 4 factor te some extent in the anti-MM vote. Some people still wonder 
about this when they think of the MMM, As 1 told you, in the past, the leaders’ 
statements gave this impression, Although the MiM and Paul Berenger (the 
Berenger of 1981 is mot the Berenger of 1971) have evolved, this argument still 
is decisive for some, 





[Question| In your opinion, how has Paul Berenger chenged in 10 years? 


\Anewer! He hase changed considerably. I believe tha: today he is more aware 
of Mauritian realities. In particular, he has learned that if he opposes 
certain things in Mauritius, he is beating his head against a wall. We is 
less theoretical and more practical, just what is needed, 


[Question| Since we are speaking of Paul Berenger, I am going to ask you 4 
personal question. You know it is often said, especially by your opponents,

|\Anewer) In the past, Paul Berenger played 4 pre-eminent role in the c 
because he was the founder and secretary general of the party. He is a full 
time politician, he devotes 90 percent of his life to politics. Thus, he is 
more readily available, has 4 higher profile on the scene. I sometimes wonder 
what time he devotes to his social life and I do not know anyone who devotes 

so guch time to politics, not Duval, not even Ramgoolae! This ‘s a determining 
factor in his ommipresence. 


i am not like this. I say openly and frankly since we are on the subject: 

if Paul Berenger were not elected from Quatre-Bornes, he is aimost sure to 
enter parliament via the best loser system. Again, this is not my situation. 
i am in 4 very difficult electoral district, which has voted labor for 4 long 
time (even in 1976). I have no intention of leaving this district, but it is 
more difficult for me to win for the party. There are risks I will not take. 
I know there were many considerations other than ideology in the 1976 vote in 
my district. If I had been beaten, what would happen to ae? 


I am mot inclined to devote 411 ay time to politics. I deeply love ay profession. 
I would not give it up to become a full time politician. I say openly: first 
my profession, then politics: This is another great distinction between Paul 
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herenger and me, 


Thus, Berenger is in the public eye more often than I am sinee he wears several 
hate: politician in the party, member of parliament in the assembly, a trade 
unionist in the GWF |General Workers Federation), in addition to his interest 
in the economy and his role a8 MMM spokesman. Inevitably, he is on the front 
page of the newspapers more otten than I am, 


[Question] Does that bother you? 


[Anewer) Wot at all! He is very effective, Berenger has spent the most 
time studying our problems, our files. He played and plays a erucial role in 
the party and will play an important role in the future government because 

he will be responsible for the economy. 


Il repeat that does not bother me. As future prime minister, IT would be con- 
fident about Berenger's ability to carry out the economic program successfully. 
T know his abilities better than anyone. No doubt, he makes mistakes, but no 
one is perfect. 


Ae future prime sinister, I will lead the government--let everyone understand 
that~--I will not be prime minister in name only. I mean to make use of all 
responsibilities and powers of the office. I will not claim to know every- 
thing, do everything. We will govern in 4 well-established system--the ex- 
ecutive bodies will execute and we will define policy. My role will be to 
define and follow this policy. Berenger will be responsible for economic 
matters and implementation of our program. The roles are specitic, I 
completely accept this program and the fact that Berenger will implement it. 
There is no conflict! 


In the party, the militants know there is 4 personality difference but they 
also know how the leadership works. The larger public does not know Berenger is 
often in 4 minority in the party. We accommodate ourselves to all that. 
Frequently, I oppose Berenger in the party. Often, my view is accepted. Often, 
too, it is the other way. I believe this impression of an all-powerful 
Berenger arices from not understanding the workings of the MMM. People do 

not know me. I always defend my ideas forcefully. If one day, I cannot in all 
conscience agree on 4 basic issue, there would be no alternative for me except 
to withdraw. 


Let me say it once and for all: It I am prime minister in the future, I will 
be so in the full sense of the word. 


[Question| What special style will you bring to the duties of prime minister, 
if elected? 


[Answer] I want to govern in constant, permanent dialogue between the govern- 
ment and those governed, the central and local government. Only dialogue will 
bring mobilization. We will inherit a very sick economy. Order must be 
achieved and everyone mobilized and committed to this work. Integrity and 











example must come trom on high, This is how I view my role--to provide an 
example, inepire the country, while others will be in charge of the execution, 


Symbolic gestures and a dynamic atmosphere in the nation are needed to deal 
with the crisis. If | became prime minister, | would be in touch with the 
masses a8 much 48 possible, 


Another task would be to reassure the nation that our imetitutions are working 
correctly and freely, that each one has his place in the country, 


{Question] You are somewhat difficult to label ideologically. Generally, 
you are said to be the most moderate element in the MMM. How would you 
define your political philosophy’ 


[Anewer) I am basically a freedom-loving democrat, My past bears witness to 
this. As IFB [Independent Forward Bloc) minister in the 60's, I resigned on 
4 matter of principle and since I joined the MMM, despite the intensity of 
the ideological debate in this party, I have not changed. Perhaps, ay triends 
in the MMM have used expressions incorrectly and consequently given the 
public a false impression. 


If, at the outset, | believed my ideas were different than those of the other 
MMM leaders, I would not be in the MMM today. Basically, I am a socialist 
and a democrat. If the MMM opposed freedoms, I would not be in the MMM, I 
do not like labels. I do not consider myself a marxist, but I do not condemn 
Marxism outright. There are worthwhile things in it. 


With our society's realities, I believe rather in the need for changes 
acceptable to the people, unencumbered by great philosophic statements. I am 
not willing to go forth into darkness, into the unknown. That is why I always 
urge my party to be prudent. I am very skeptical about the nationalization 
of the sugar industry. If, in the future, we begin to nationalize, I always 
say go slowly, let us experiment. Let us see the results. Let us see how 
the people react to the results, if they wish to work to make nationalization 
a success. If it is to the country's advantage, let us proceed gradually. 

If it is a fiaseo, let the private sector take care of it for the country's 
well-being. 


Basically, I have not changed much since the 60's. You know, you have to 
understand what dire poverty is to be a socialist. This is a special 
sensitivity. I was barefoot when I took senior examinations. That was 
enough to make me want to live in 4 socialist society. I have cut cane. How 
could I not understand the people's problems? I am in politics to alleviate 
the dire poverty of the masses. 


[Question] Do you fear being outflanked on your left in your party? 


[Answer] No. The majority of people in the MMM are reasonable. Then, too, 
if L am prime minister, I will certainly not be a puppet prime minister to be 
pushed around. I know my rights and if anyone wishes to play a game with me, 





there will be problems, | can assure you. I say plainly that being prime 
minister will mean many sacrifices for me, Financially, I lose a lot by 
accepting the post of prime minister, Now I am in 4 position where I can 
live without even working, I have means and I earned all I have honestly in 
my profession, | am proud of this, I am ready to serve my country by making 
these sacrifices, I wish to make 4 name so future generations can compare 
Ramgoolam and me--this is my ambition, nothing more! 


[Question] Aneerood Jugnauth, how do you view the future and the campaign 
which is beginning? 


|Anewer} You know, people have changed their views since 1976. I believe the 
slogans which influenced people in the past will be less acceptable now. I 
believe there is 4 greater desire for change than in 1976. All that will work 
in our favor, 


As tor the future, we are approaching 4 catastrophe. I truly believe this. 
If things continue to deteriorate, Like Duval I believe there may be a social 
explosion. We are coming to an untenable situation. Therefore, there must 
be changes. 


(Question) The private sector answers that your public policy of nationalization 
is currently discouraging private local and foreign investments. 


[Answer] It could indeed act as a restraint in the beginning. There is no 
doubt about it. Once we are in power and the private sector sees the work 
done, that we keep our commitments, what is nationalized and what is not, 
once they see they will not be affected by the nationalizations, local and 
international investment will revive. We will nationalize only what we said 
we were going to nationalize. 


l believe initially that the change will bother a certain class of people, 
especially foreign investors. Things will happen very quickly after that, you 
will see. Look at Seychelles. Despite its policy, it attracts more tourists 
than we do. Foreign investors invest in Seychelles. 


Atter a time, people will invest more in Mauritius under the MMM government 
than under the present one.

NEW PROSPECTS OF FINDING OTL REPORTAD 
Port Louis LE MAURICTEN in French 25 Mar 81 pp 1,4 


[Text] An Indian scientific team has recently rekindled hopes in governmental 
Circles about finding oil in the fishing waters of Saya de Malha, after con- 
firming the presence of abundant me.allic, especially manganese, nodules in 
Mauritian territorial waters. A senior minister implied this yesterday to 

LE MAURICIEN and said that an Indian scientific team on board the oceanographic 
research ship "Gaveshani,” supposedly concluded there were oil reserves at 
Saya de Malha,. 


Rock samples from Saya de Malha are now being analyzed in India and at the 
University of Mauritius to determine if profitable exploitation can be 
expected in the future. 


We know there is a great distance between the report of possible petroleum 
reserves and experimental drilling, between the drilling stage and working 
a petroleum field (if found). 


Moreover, several years ago, there was oil supposedly in certain regions of 
the Indian Ocean. American scientists had already confirmed the presence of 
sizable gas and petroleum reserves in the Indian Ocean basin. Texaco, under 
an agreement with the Mauritian government, drilled three experimental wells 
and found nothing. Prospecting was subsequently abandoned. 


Saya de Malha is not yet acknowledged as an area of the ocean belonging to those 
countries currently claiming it, Mauritius and Seychelles. The Mauritian and 
Seychelles governments have agreed to divide Saya de Malha amicably and as 
fairly as possible. With its defensive navy boats and small surveillance 
planes, Seychelles is already exercising sovereignty in the area it claims. 
Mauritius protested against foreign fishing boats in waters considered part of 
the nation's historic patrimony. 


If oil is discovered at Saya de Malha and international law does not recognize 
either Seychelles or Mauritius’ property rights, the oil deposits will be at 
the mercy of the first comer. In this case, could Mauritius and Seychelles 
assert their rights confronted with more powerful forces?

JAPANESE SEEK TO INCREASE TRADE--Mr Kasuniko Kurusawa, Japanese ambassador to 
Mauritiue with residence in Madagascar, felt Mauritian officials, if they wished 
could inerease contacts with Japan to expand bilateral trade relations. 
Currently, trade between the two countries is in one direction, He thought 
Mauritius, which imports care, motoreyeles and many other products, could also 
export some products to Japan, Mr Kurasawa expressed the hope that joint 
Japanese Mauritian companies in Mauritius, like the Mauritius Tuna Canning 

and Fishing Enterprises, Ltd., could be set up. Mr Kurusawa also explained 

that the Japanese are great tourists. Every year, several hundred thousand 
Japanese tourists vacation abroad. Mauritius could take advantage of a lar e 
share of this clientele. He added that many tourists spend their vacatiors 

in Reunion, Seychelles and even the Comoro Islands every year. Mauritian 
officials should, in his opinion, open a chamber of commerce in Japan to 

provide useful information on bilateral trade between the two countries.

FUFL CONSUMPTION DECREASES--Mauritius is using less petroleum. This fact was 
established from figures for the past year. Petroleum importing companies 
noted an average decrease in consumption of 12 to 15 percent. The increased 
cost of petroleum products is a major reason for this decrease. Government 
officials, however, emphasized that the bill for petroleum will continue to 
increase in the coming years unless local energy sources are used, In 1980, 
the cost of imported petroleum products alone could amount to 615 million Rs, 
100 million Rs more than in 1979, The bill for the first quarter of 1980 rose 
to 305 million Rs. Decreased consumption was very evident in two areas-- 
premium gas consumption decreased 18 percent, regular gas consumption dropped 
i2 percent and kerosene consumption was down 20 percent. The ‘ompanies felt 
that the decreased consumption of gas for vehicles was due exc. usively to the 
high price. Also, in the past year, the number of vehicles has been reduced 
apparently because of the government decision to limit imports. Kerosene use 
has declined because Mauritians, especially in rural areas, are using wood 
increasingly for cooking purposes. Apparently, abundant wood has enabled the 
rural population to go back to its old ways of heating their stoves. As 
always, gas used for cooking purposes has increased slightly. At present, 
many Mauritians who own electric stoves are replacing them with gas stoves 
since electricity is becomine extrevely expensive. Diesel fuel consumption 
increased slightly last year in spite of the bad harvest when trucks had less 
cane to transport.

According to a communique published yesterday by the Dutch Embassy in Maputo, 
this donation is in response to the appeal made by the Mozambican government to 
the international community for assis ance to relieve the victims of the drought. 


The same communique announces that an agreement was signed yesterday in Maputo 
setting up the mechanisms to channel this donation to our country. 


The agreement was signed by the Dutch ambassador in Mozambique, T. Van den Hout 
and by Marcelo Andrade, national director of planning. 


The 1.D.A. Foundation, a Dutch religious institution has also donated 197 kgs of 
medicines to Mozambique for the victims of the drought. 


Moreover, the North American religious organization Church World Service with 
headquarters in New York has offered Mozambique a donation consisting of 1,000 
sacks of rice and the same amount of beans. 


These two religious organizations decided to provide this assistance in response 


to the appeal made by the Christian Council of Mozambique to the international 
religious community.

MOZAMBIQUE-USSR FISHING COMPANY SHOWS POOR RESULTS 





Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 26 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] The MOSOPESCA company (Mixed Mozambican-Soviet Fishing Company Ltd) with 
headquarters in Maputo did not reach the goals set by the 1980 Plan in both the 
fish and crustacean sector. It should be stressed, however, that in relation to 
fish, real production reached 96.2 percent, which is a somewhat positive result. 
The goal achieved for crustaceans was 3.75 percent, a frankly negative percentage. 


The 1980 production plan had set the amount of 6,000 tons of fish as a production 
goal, for a total of 62.05 million meticals, and 800 tons for shrimp, for an 
amount of 158 million meticals. Actual production in 1980 reached 5,772 tons 

of fish (96.2 percent of the plan's estimates) for an amount of 59,590 million 
meticals (96 percent of the plan). Only 30.1 tons of crustaceans were produced 
(3.75 percent of the plan's estimates) for a total amount of 5.84 million meticals 
(3.6 percent of the plan). 


The MOSOPESCA company listed the following reasons for not reaching its objectives: 
- A 20-day loss in the fishing schedule: boats could not leave port due to delays 
in obtaining supplies (packing material, food, fuel, etc.), and a 49-day loss 
while awaiting the arrival of crews. 


- 62 days spent in port because of unforeseen repairs to docked boats. 


- Increase in the number of travel days to fishing zones and use of boats for 
other purposes; this resulted in a loss of 9 more days in the fishing schedule. 


The estimated production that could have been achieved during these periods amounts 
to 50 tons. 


The poor results in the shrimp sector is due to the fact that 4 shrimp boats were 


not delivered. Two of them were delivered in June, but they were judged unsatis- 
factory since they lacked the normal equipment for fishing and navigation.

ATTEMP’ MADE TO BREAK REGIONAL, AFRICAN LSOLATION 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 24 Apr 81 p 2 


[Excerpt] Somalian diplomacy has been increasingly active in trying to break 
what can be fairly characterized as isolation within the region and on the 
African diplomatic scene, 


Minister of Foreign Affeirs Abderrahman Jama barre visited Paris from 
14 to 17 April and met with Olivier Stirn and his French counterpart, 
Jean Francois-Poncet. He had previously visited Rome where he met with 
Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo on 9 April, who had communicated to him 
Italy's desire for the stabilization of the region, 


Simultaneously, Somali Vice President Hussein Kulmie Afrah was making a 
10-day “private visit" to the FRG from 6 to 15 April. He met in Bonn with 
the German ministers of foreign affairs and economic cooperation, 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher and Rainer Offergeld. While problems in the Horn 
figures prominently in the talks, the Somali emissary's mission was also 
to reinforce bilateral cooperation between his country and the West. 


This cooperation has been judged unsatisfactory: Mogadishu has not obtained 
from the West the “dividends” it was hoping for following the expulsion of 
the Soviet cooperants. Equally, Saudi Arabia's cooperation has not ful- 
filled expectations, since Somalia does not exhibit too great a "religious 
fervor." Following Jama Barre's visit, Paris and Bonn have intensified 

their efforts vis-a-vis Mogadishu. Italy will provide a 150-million French 
franc grant in 1981, a 95-million credit and food aid amounting to 

35 million, France will participate in two projects of 100 million francs 
each: the Berbera cement plant and the Bardera dam. Kulmie Afrah launched 
an impassioned appeal to West German investors, coupled with the announcement 
of a liberalization of the Somali economy, which is now underway, intensifying 
the struggle between socialist and liberals at the top of the Somali Govern- 
ment.

FLOODS THREATEN REFUGEES=-Geneva--Lare Aetrom, information director for the 
League of Red Cross Associations in Somalia returned to Geneva and confirmed 
the most alarming news about the fate of the Ogaden refugees. He specified 
that approximately 17,000 persons were in mortal danger in the Belet-Weyne 
region along the Shebelli River 335 kms from Mogadishu and should be 
evacuated without delay, They are the victims of the floods affecting this 
region after a long drought which made the soil too hard to absorb the 
water, Humanitarian organizations are able to transport emergency supplies 
up to 20 kme from the refugee camps. They must then use rowboats or rubber 
boats. A number of roads are cut off and the level of the waters was recently 
close to 6 meters, beyond which all of the Belet-Weyne region should be 
evacuated. Rescue operations are continuing for the moment with hundreds

MINISTER OPENS SEMINAR ON DISTRIBUTION OF PARTY NEWSPAPERS

[Text] Operators of the public transport system in the country have been urged 

to reduce freight charges on local newspapers with an understanding that generally 
the mase media were catalysts to development and a reflection of the Nation's 
successes, 


The Minister for Information and Culture, Ndugu Benjamin Mkapa, made the appeal in 
Arusha yesterday when opening a weeklong seminar on local distribution of the 
Party and the Government newspapers. 


The papers are UHURU and MZALENDO, published by Shirika la Magazeti ya Chama, and 
the government-owned DAILY NEWS and SUNDAY NEWS published by the Tanganyika Stan- 
dard (Newspapers) Limited. 


The Minister requested all public transporters, particularly Air Tanzania Corpora- 
tion, Tanzania Railways Corporation and bus companies, to restrain the tendency 
of dumping newspaper parcels first whenever they encountered operational problems. 


Urging preference to newspaper parcels, he said frequent failure by public carriers 
to transport newspaper from Dar es Salaam to upcountry destinations, very much 
discouraged the expectant readership to whom they were directed, especially in the 
frontier regions. 


Praising the long-standing co-operation between the publishing companies of the 
Party and the Government papers in running regional distribution depots, Ndugu Mkapa 
remarked that they needed to collaborate further in setting up new depote in all 
border regions. 


He explained that this would enhance the understanding of the country's problems by 
residents of those regions while making such residents feel they were an integral 
part of the nation. 


The Minister further said that as the two publishers were served by a single na- 
tional news agency, Shihata, in News collection, it would be wise for them to main- 
tain a unified system of newspaper distribution. 
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By having joint regional depots, the compantes reduced operational costa which 
should alwaya be the priority concern of all state commercial enterprises, parti- 
cularly now when the Nation was in a difficult economic position, Ndugu Mkapa ad- 
vised, 


Meanwhile, the Minieter praised all private diatribution agenta of the Party and 
Government newspapers for the commendable service rendered to the public, He asked 
them to step up their co-operation with local leaders. 


However, the agente were reminded to submit cash collections timely according to 
their contracts ae fallure to do so adversely affected the commercial viability 
of the newspaper publishing compantes, 


Besides some senior officials from the head offices of the two companies, the semi- 
nar participants have been drawn from all newspaper distribution depots in the 
country. These are at Arusha, Moshi, Tanga, Dar es Salaam, Morogoro, Dodoma, 
Mbeya, Tabora, Mwanza and Zanzibar. 


The participants will discuss ways of improving their performance with a view to 
enabling readers in remote areas to obtain the newspapers regularly.

WMC TO AID MUSLIMS

Alhaji Jumbe said, however, that all thie could be made possible if there was an 
established system in Tanzania of co-ordinating with the WMC at all levels. 


Alhaji Jumbe called upon all the mosques to elect two representatives--an Imam and 
his assistant--to form the district council. Councile should also be elected 
at regional and national levels, in order to have a sound system of co-ordination. 


He said a WMC delegation would arrive in Tanzania in June to assist in the forma- 
tion of the councils.

PLANNING COMMISSION TO DISCUSS FOURTH DEVELOPMENT PLAN IN JUNE

[Text] The National Planning Commission will meet in Dar es Salaam on June 12 
and 13 this year to discuss the draft of the fourth Five-Year Development Plan 
which takes off in July, the Minister of State for Planning and Leonomic Affaire, 
Professor Kighoma Malima, said in the city yesterday. 


He said officials had been busy preparing the draft for the pian, the first joint 
development blue=-print for both Mainland Tanzania and the Isles. 


The Mainland Tanzania's third Five-Year Development Plan (1976-1981) and the 
Isles’ Three-Year Development Plan end this June 30. 


The officials from both sides of the United Republic have been preparing the draft 
of the plan basing on guidelines iseued by the Ministry of Planning and Economic 
Affairs. 


The guidelines pointed to a plan which would expend a total of 4.2 billion 
shillings. The previous (third) Five-Year Development Plan envisaged an expen- 
diture of 26.27 billion shillings. 


According to the guidelines for the forthcoming plan, the national income is 
expected to increase by six per cent from 42,334 million/- in 1960/61 to 56,652 
million shillings by 1986. 


The guidelines showed that the plan would lay emphasis on the development of the 
industrial, agricultural, sining, works, communications and transport sectors. 
There will be specific emphasis areas in each sector. 


It was not possible to know yesterday how such the draft plan had allocated to 
each sector. Ndugu Malima said the officials were still putting final touches 
to their draft. A clear picture of sectoral spending could be known by some- 

time mid next month. 


Preparation of the plan would reach 4 critical stage next month when the plan- 
ning commission meets. The commission is made up of Members of Parliament.

NMC FOOD STORAGE EXPANSION PROGRAM PROGRESSING 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 28 Apr 81 p 1 
[Article by Charles Kizigha) 


[Text] An ambitious programme under which the National Milling Corporation (NMC) 
seeks to increase its food storage capacity from 290,000 to 43,000 tons is forging 
ahead. 


According to NMC General Manager C. Y. Mpupua, the programme, to represent a 53 per 
cent rise in storage capacity, would cost about 161.5 million/-. 


Tanzania would inject 40.5 million/- in the programme, he said in Dar es Salaam at 
the week-end, adding that other contributions would be made by Britain (45.5 
million/-), Holland (35 million/-), Denmark (15 million/-) and the United States 
International Development Agency (USAID)--3.5 million/-. 


Ndugu Mpupua said the Tanzania Government would oversee construction of godowns 
at Kipawa (Dar es Salaam), Sumbawanga, Morogoro, Mwanza and Isaka, with a total 
storage capacity of 45,000 tons. 


The government had also invested 7.5 million/- in the construction of godowns at 
Babati (2,000 tons), Kongwa (3,600 tons) and Newala (4,000 tons). This was, how- 
ever, exclusive of the 40.5 million/- package, he said. 


Ndugu Mpupua said phase one of the 11 million/- kipawa godown, launched in June 
last year, is scheduled for completion in the second half of this year. It 
would store 10,000 tons, rising to a total of 20,009 upon completion of the sec- 
ond phase. 


The major part of the 12.5 million/- Sumbawanga godown (capacity--10,000 tons) 
had been completed, he reported, adding that three of its four bays were already 
in use. 


The general manager said civil works for the 7,500 ton-capacity godown at Morogoro, 
part-financed by ‘SAID, were completed. 


Shinyanga and Dodoma (combined capacity 50,000 tons) were financed by Britain, 
while Holland would handle the one at Arusha as well as Makambaku (Tringa) 
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under Food and Agriculture Organisation (PAO) auapices. The latter two would 
store 20,000 and 10,000 tone reapective! 


Ndugu Mpupua aleo explained that Che NMC wa ndertaking storage projects in Mwanza 
and teaka under the National Matse Project (NMP), with a total storage capacity 
of 7,500 tone. The projects mill coat 10 million/-. 


Under the NMP too, he added, godown were being built at Korogwe and Mbeya (each 
with 6,000 tone capacity) as well as Sumbawanga (3,500 tons). The three would 
cost 17.7 million/-. 


Of the 30 transit sheds sponsored by a 21.7 million/- West German fund, 14 have 
been completed, Ndugu Mpupua said, 


He added that Holland's 15 million/- was allocated for 28 additional sheds, six of 
which were ready for use.

ATC MANAGER NOTES 'GRAVE PROBLEMS' AFFECTING CARRIER

{Text} Air Tanzania management last week notified the Government of the grave 
problems afflicting the national flag carrier, the airlines’ General Manager, 
Ndugu Bakari Mwapachu, said in Dar es Salaam yesterday. 


In an interview with the DAILY NEWS, Ndugu Mwapachu said seven of the airlines' 
eleven aircraft were grounded for lack of spares and proper maintenance. 


He said the airline could not get the spares from suppliers because of outstanding 
debts. Neither could the planes be serviced nor maintained for the same reason. 


He feared that the airline could erind to a halt in a week's time if any of the 
operating planes were to develop serious mechanical faults. 


He disclosed that a detailed report on the airline had been submitted to the Min- 
ister for Communications and Transport, Ndugu Ibrahim Kaduma, last week, asking 
the Government to put ATC on a sound financial footing as quickly as possible. 


Of the airlines’ five Fokker Friendship planes, only two are flying and of the 
four Twin Otter aircraft, only one is airborne. The airline is also operating one 
Boeing 737 aircraft and has grounded the second. 


The ATC General Manager said five of the Fokker planes’ engines were serviceable. 
Of these, he added, two were at the Rolls Royce company in Britain, awaiting 
collection. 


The third was with Air Zimbabwe in Salisbury being overha.led while the remaining 
two were in the Dar es Salaam hangar awaiting shipment to either Britain or Salis- 
bury, also for overhauling. 


On the Twin Otters, he said one of them had an accident and Canada's de Havilland 
could not release the required spares because Air Tanzania had not paid its debts 
as yet. 


Neither could the airline obtain a nose leg for one of the two other grounded Twin 
Otters from Madagascar on account of outstanding debts, Ndugu Mwapachu said. Nor 
could it send the third to Madagascar for the same reason. 
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Spares for the grounded Boeing 737 were not forthcoming from Madagascar for the 
same reason, he added, 


Ae a result of thie situation, which he described as pathetic, the airline was con- 
sidering reducing the number of its employees, with some of them being asked to 
proceed on leave. 


He also said ATC had overtrained pilots aod engineers, given the size of the air- 
Line but added that ATC would try to make the best use of both pilote and engineers 
on whom the Government had spent vast sums of money. 


Since the airline would not absorb all the pilots and engineers, he seid, arrange- 
ments were being made to second them to institutions operating planes in the 
country and outside the country. 


In mid=1978, ATC launched a long-term training programme, involving the training 
of 49 pilots and engineers in five countries in Africa and beyond, 


in another development, Ndugu Mwapachu said the airline might commission Interna- 
tional Systems, a subsidiary of che US-based United Technology Corporation, to 
plan optimal utilisation of the Kilimanjaro International Airport hangar. 


He said the firm would consider the market, how to staff and operate the hangar, 
what kind of aircraft to service or maintain, and what kind of spares to stock.

TABORA SPINNING MILL'S CONSTRUCTION NEARING COMPLETION

[Excerpt] Mwalimu Nyerere will tomorrow lay the foundation stone of the 287 a/- 
Tabora Spinning Mill, ae part of the workers’ May Day celebrations, to be held 
at national level in Tabora. 


The TEXCO-owned mill, construction of which started in 1977, is nearing comple- 
tion with 80 per cent of the work done so far according to an official of TEXCO 
(National Textile Corporation) in Dar es Salaam yesterday. 


The main mill building and major machinery installations, including blowing, 
spinning and winding machines, have already been erected. 


Construction of auxtliary buildings, including an administrative block, a work- 
shop and cotton storage facilities are expected to be completed by the end of 
this vear, said the official. 


The spinning mill, with a capacity of 6,000 tons of yarn a year, will cater basi- 
cally for the emall-scale private textile manufacturers whose total requirement 
of yarn per year is about 3,900 tons. 


The private textile manufacturers have been importing their yarn. 


The Tabore Spinning Mill, which was scheduled to be completed by the end of 1979 
and start production immediately, has been delayed mainly because of constant 
power end water shortages in Tabora, unavailability of local building materials 
and the lack of foreign exchange to import the matertfals. 


The project is financed through a 117m/- TEXCO equity share, a 117m/- suppliers 
credit from Messrs. Toyo Menka Kaisha limited of Osaka Japan, a 26m/- Tanzania 
Investment Sank loan and a 27?m/- bank overdr«ft--the latter being set for working 
cepital when production begins. 


Meanwhile another epinning mill, aleo initiated by TEXCO is under progress at 
Ubungo. The project was started in 1976 is expected to be completed in 1982. 
it has aleo been delayed for similar reasons as the Tabora amil!. 
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The Ubungo Spinning Mill, to coat 186m/- ie expected to produce 3,000 tons of 
yarn 4 year. 


The project is financed through a 104,7m/- TEXCO equity share, a 65.2m/- sup- 
pliers credit from Messre Lakeahmi Textile Exporters (Private) Limited, Coimba- 
tore, India, and a lém/- bank overdraft.

HOUSING MINISTRY PROBING COASTAL STEEL INDUSTRIES

(Text) The Mintetry of Lands, Housing and Urban Development is looking into the 
affaire of locally registered business firm with non-citizen owners who also en- 
gage in massive house building in Dar es Salaam. 


Authoritative sources in the Ministry when asked to comment on the activities of 
Coastal Steel Industries, which is constructing a number of residential quarters 
at the Measant Peninsula, eaid last week they were also “keen” to find the man 
behind the company. 


Coastal Steel Induetries has ice business premises at Kipawa along Pugu Road. The 
Ministry sources were at a loss as to the presence of thie firm in the country. 


Findings of this newspaper link Coastal Steel Industries with the mushrooming 
houses at the “Baobab Village”, standing on plot number 1259 at Measani Penin- 
sula. 


Tt is understood that apart from houses on plot 1259, which has been sub-divided 
into 26 plete marked 1259A to 12592, the firm has 24 others in the same area 
with completed, half-finished and undeveloped houses. 


The sources say the Ministry is aware of all these plots. For they were appar- 
ently legally allocated to Coastal Steel Industries by former Director of Lands 
in the Ministry. 


The questionable side of the story is the ownership of some of the plots within 
the kingsize “Baobab Village”. 


There are ten modern bungalows on the plot, but the Ministry has ownership records 
for only five of them. Five other houses--one at the foundation stage, one at the 
roofing stage and two in their final stages, have no ownership records. 


On the 10-acre plot 1259, houses marked S, F, 0, and E belong to an embassy in Dar 
es Salaam while the house on plot 1259H belongs to some firm going by the name 
Oltretare. 
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The houses registered in the embassy name are occupied by expatriate staff nations » 
of the embassy country working in Government ministries or at the University of 
Dar es Salaam. 


Ten housing unite have so far been completed and occupied at the “Baobab”. How- 
ever, it is only houses in respect of the embassy that have title deeds, 


Records at the City Council show that no building permit was issued to any o| °) 
houses=--finished or unfinished=--at the "village". 


Juet who owns Coastal Steel Industries’? Investigations have shown that the firr 
is under the director ship of Richard Schneiter of Switzerland. We took over from 
one Nicola Colangela an Italian national occupying house 1259/a at the “village”. 


Asked to explain how the company got the l0-acre plot, Mr. Schneiter said: "! 
do not know anything about the house problems. I am only a manager of Coastal 
Steel Industries. I have been employed by Nicola Colangelo as a manager of this 
company effective October 1, last year. This company belongs to Nicola”. 


Records at the registrar of companies however, reveal that Nicola Colangelo ceased 
to be the managing director of the company as of September 7, 1980 and Schneiter 
of Troslen, Thorishans/Bern Switzerland was appointed managing director of the 
company on the same day. 


Asked about this, Mr. Schneiter said: “I do not know anything about the change of 
directorship. 1 am only a manager”. 


Coastal Steel Industries was established in November 1976 with Nicola Colangelo of 
La Spezia, Italy and Franco Colangelo of Via U. Basei 6, La Spezia, Italy appoin- 
ted directors. 


In the course of investigations, it was discovered that the “Baobab Village” plot 
was originally allocated to the National Transport Corporation (NTC). 


However, this allocation was later amended, giving the plot to the Registrar of 
Buildings. However, the Registrar of Buildings has told the DAILY NEWS that the 
plot was abandoned for lack of funds to develop it. 


Coastal Steel Industries, according to records, in 1979 raised its authorised 
share capital from 100,000/- to three million shillings through creation of 145,000/- 
shares of 20/- each. 


So far it has not been established whether the houses at the village were con- 
etructed with local or foreign money nor is it clear as to the manner the money 
was remitted in the country. It aleo not known whether the rend is being paid 
for in the country or overseas.

RECORD STEEL PRODUC. TON REPORTRD AT TANGA

[Text| The eteel folling factory in Tanea last year hit a record 95 per cent of 
its production capacity and wae expectine 4 profit of 3 aillion/-, ite General 
Manager, Ndugu Bons Chambaka, reported here yesterday. 


Ndugu Chambaka, who wae outlining last year's operations in an interview with 
Shihata, said as far as he knew hie company was among the few companies in the 
country to attain such high efficiency during thie period of economic hardship. 


He said in 1980 the company manufactured 19,096 tonnes of steel products as 
against the designed capacity of 20,000 tonnes per year. 


The figures were higher than the previous year when 18,621 tonnes were rolled out 
of the factory, equivalent to 93 per cent of the designed capacity, he said. 


The General Manager said that last year his company sold over 19,173 toanes 
of steel products earning it 99.4 ailifion/-. The 1979 sales 18,407 tonnes stood 
at ®0 aillion/-. 


As « result, he said, the company expected to make a profit of about 3 sillion/- 
this veer. 


Ndugu Chambaka eaid during the year, three sales centres were opened up at Moshi, 
Mwance and Dar es Salaam and enbarked on the construction of 4 sales yard in Do- 
doma to cater for capital development projects. The Dodoma yard will be completed 
in October this vear at a cost of 3.4 million/-. 


On expansion, Ndugu Chambaka said two major projects were in advanced stages. 
These were the establishment of wire products plants and expansion of an existing 
wire rod plant. 


When the projects were completed later this year the company should be able to 
manufacture more than 18,000 tonnes of wire rode per year, hitherto fiaported from 
overseas, Se said.
